Speech from Throne Contains 
Few Surprises—Railway 
Policy Ignored 


OTTAWA, Mant 18—The 
first sitting of the 13th Dominion 
Parilament which commenced its 
labors Monday, made a record 
for an opening day. Not only was 
Hon. E. N. Rhodes, the Cx-speak- 
er, re-elected to the position of 
chief commoner at the morning 
sitting, but the speech from the 
throne was read by his excet- 
lency the Governor-General in 
the afternoon, and the debate on 
the address in reply to the speech 
from the throne was commenced, 
H. M, Mowatt, Liberal-Uniontst 

member for Parkdale, moved the ad- 
dress in reply in a speech in English. 
He was followed by Dr. J. L. Chabot, 


Ottawa, who spoke first in French and 
then in English. By agreement the 
speeches of Sir Robert Borden and 


Sir Wilfrid Laurier were deferred un- 
iii the Tuesday eitting of the house. 
The opposition leader, however, took 
occasion to congratulate the mover 
and seconder on their efforts and re- 
ferred to the spirit of union and har- 
mony which had characterize! the 
proceedings of the day. He indicat- 
ed, however, that he did not agree 
with all the remarks which had beer: 
mnade, 

The speech from the throne did not 
contain mapy surprises, Probably the 
announcement that was least ex ect- 
ed, was that a bili for extending the 
franchise to women would be intro- 
duced during the present session, It 
had been generally thoug.i: that this 
measure would go over until the next 
seasion, . 

Announcements that there would be 
legislation in respect to war profits, 
laylght saving,.and to consolidéte tind 
Railway act, had hea anticipated 

The omtswion from the speech from 
the throne of any reference to the 
general railway gituation haa occa- 
sioned somé comment. This is taken 
to indicate that the government has 
not yet reached definite conclusions :n 
regard to a permanent policy. 

Blood Is Mingled 

In seconding the address, Dr, Chab- 
ot referred to the effort made during 
the four years of war Germany had 
torn up treaties and broken her faith. 
Great Britain could not have pursued 
any other line of conduct. It wag a 
question now of being victors or 
slaves. He spoke of Canada’s war ef- 
fort and of the sacrifices mate by the 
men at the front.

Citizens’ Meeting Is Against 
Proposed Taxation Scheme ; To 


Ask Govt. to Withold Sanction 


‘provincial Government Supervision of City’s Affairs Recommended | 
in Report of Special Oommittee—Want Legislature to Create! 
Administrative Machinery to Supervise and Manage Edmonton's | 
Municipal Affairs—Burden of Taxation is Pointed Out. 


With a large majority unani- 
mous in condemning the proposed 
charter amendmenta framed by 
the city council involving addi- 
tional taxation, the citizens’ mect- 
ing held last night at the McKay 
Avenuo school will ask the pro- 
vincial legislature that its sanc- 
tion should be withheld with re- 
gard to their inclusion in the city 
charter. 


When the amendments are taken 
before the municipal law committee 
of the provincial legislature the fol- 
lowing resolution, initiated by A. Liv- 
ingstone and passed by the meeting 
will be presented: 

“That in the opinion of this meet- 
ing the tax amendments are too rad- 


it is also the opinion of this meet- 
ing that in matters of taxation no 
undue discrimination 
made in levying taxes on the citl- 
zens of Edmonton, and that any 
taxation should be 
fair basis so that the absentee land- 
lord should pay his full share. And 
that the municipal law committee 
be asked to consider the recommen- 
dations of the report of the commit- 
tee submitted to this meeting.” 

The report mentioned is that of the 
committee appointed by the last citi- 
zens’ meeting at McKay Avenue school 
and of which R. Coutant was chair- 
man and J. E. White was secretary. 
The main feature of the report is 
that, after dealing with the charter 
amendments in relation to the pres- 
ent situation of the city, and raising 
objections to the greater number, it 
says: 

“Under the circumstances, it is the 
belief of this committee that the situ- 
ation can only be competently han- 
dled by government control and it is 
recommended that the provincial leg- 
islature now in session be asked to 
create administrative machinery to 
supervise and matiage the business af- 
fairs of the city of Edmonton.” 

Some animated discussion took pl.ce 
and the ladies participated as well as 
the men.

Fighting Cannot Cease Until Peaceful Reign of Organized 
Justice is Set up in the World—Peace With Russia 
Loudly Advertised While Behind Professions Lurk 
Brutal Realities of War and Rule of Lawless Force. 


LONDON, Mar. 18. (Bulletin.)—Tho supreme war council 
of the Allies issued a statement tonight condemning German 
political crimes against the Russian and Roumanian peoples and 
refusing to acknowledge Germany’s peace treaties with them, 


and also declaring: 


‘‘We are fighting and mean to continuo fighting, in order 
to finish once for all with this policy of plunder and establish 
in its place the peaceful reign of organized justice.’ 


Council's Statement 

The council's statement, which fs is- 
sued through the foreign office, says: 

“The prime ministera and foreign 
secretaries, assembled in London, feel 
it to be their duty to make note of the 
political crimes, which, under the 
name of a German peace, have been 
committed against the Russian people. 
Russia was unarmed. Forgetting that 
for four years Germany had been 
fighting against the independence of 
the nationals and the righta of man- | 
kind, the Russian government, in a 
mood of aingular credulity expected 
to obtain by persuasion that ‘demo- 
cratic peace’ which it had failed to 
obtain by war. | 

“The results were that the inter- | 
mediate armistice had not expired be- 
fore the German command, though 
pledged not to alter the disposition 
of its troops, transferred them en 
masse to the Western front, and so 
weak did Russia find herself that she 
dared to raise no protest against this. 
flagrant violation of Germany's plight- | 
ed word. |

Trust Companies Come Under 
Fire at Night Session of 
Legislature 


In the Legislature. 


The legislature, at the evening ses- 
sion, while in committee of the whole, 
continued its discussion of the pro- 
posed hospital act. 

To Increase District 

A new clause was added giving the 
minister power to add territory to an 
established hospital district under 
such conditions of voting as applied 
under the act to the establishment of 
the original dlstrtct. 

During the discussion it was elicited 
that on the original p.cviscite author- 
izing the steps for the formation of a 


hospital district, women as well as 
men could vote when the husband 
came within the definition rate pay- 


able person In the act, a pergon living 
within the district and paying rates. 

To desi with the case of union hos- 
pitals supplying a district in Alberta 
and a contiguous one in Saskatche- 
wan, a section was added authorizing 
tuc district in Atberta to enter Into 
fn u:rangement and empowering it to 
raise the necessary money for the 
support of the institution. 

The bill was subsequently reported, 
with the amendments that had been 


made, for third reading. 
Motor Trucks fn Cities 
During the consideration of the 
statute law amendments a provision 


was added to the Motor Vehicle act, 
{imposing a penalty vi from $20 to 
$50, and fn addition providing for can- 
cellation of Ilcense u... certificate of a 
pergon convicted of intoxication while 
driving a motor vehicle. The justice 
or magistrate must notify forthwith 
the provinctal secretary of the convic- 
tion, 

At this point George Hoadley 
raised a protest against what he de- 
scribed as the absolute injustice of 
taxing motor trucks which were em- 
ployed exclusively in cities. The cities 
should have power, he aaid, to tax 
those vehicles themselves, 

Premier Stewart said a protest had 
been received from Calgary, but as a 
matter of fact extensive repairs were 

~-esmary to highways leading out of 
that city by reason of motor truck 
traffic. However, as the licenses ob- 
tained from motor vehicles were now 
and would in future be absolutely ear- 
marked for highway purposes, the 
govermment on that ground refused 
the application from the cities, 

Trust Companies

companies, James Weir initiated a 
discuasion regarding the trust com- 
panies acting as official trustees in the 
province.

Consumer Pays 614, Cents Per Lb. 
Over the Cost of 
Production 


A mass meeting of the Cold Lake 
and Primrose Lake fishermen was 
held fn the school house at Cold Laka 
}on Sunday, March 10, to discuss the 
evils at present prevailing in the fish 
trade, andjif possible provide a rem- 
edy. c 

The government of the Dominion 
saw fit to control the price of some 
food products, including among others 
fresh lake fish. These prices were 
changed twice by the food controller, 
a half a cent per pound increase be- 
ing allowed on fach occasion during 
the fishing season, 

But as the fishermen are scattered 
over an area extending for many miles, 
in attending to their nets during the 
fishing season, and have little or no 
communication with the outside 
world in many instances for weeks at 
a time, except through the fish deal- 


ers and freighters, this increase of 
price, amounting to one cent per! 
pound, benefitted no one except the 


fish dealers, as practically ajl of the 
fishermen were not aware of it until 
after the fishing season. 

The fish caught in the lakes ad- 
jacent to this district amounted to 
over 850 tons, The price paid fisher- 
men at the lake averaged bo per 
pound, Fishermen 
tons at & cents per pound $36,000. 
Freight for 100 miles at 2 cents per 
pound was $14,000, Cost for boxing, 
at 1-2 rer pound, $3,600. 

Cost of fish delivered at rallroad 
and boxed is 7 1-2 cents per pound, or 
la total of $52,500. Now, the price of 
fish, as advertised in the local papers 
| through the prairie, is, trout 15 cents 
and whitefish 14 cents per pound, in 
100-1b., lots, and this is a figure ac- 
tually higher than prevailing in pre- 
vious years. 

Deducting the price paid to the 
fishermen, the freight to the railroads 
cost of boxing and allowing 1-2 cent 
| per pound for railway transportation 
| the consumers actually are paying 6 
1-2 cents per pound over and above 
the actual cost of production; or in 
| this Instance 350 tons at 6 1-2 cents 
per ton totalling $45,600. 


Food Control Fatlure 


So the government fooa controller, | 


at least as far as fresh fish is con- 
| cerned, has been an utter failure, the 


ally the same, and the price charged 
to the consumer in almost every in- 
stance actually higher than those pre- 
vailing in previous years, and the only 
benefit actually derived by such gov 
ernment control, whether designedly 
or not, has been to the fish buyers or 
speculators, So the fishermen of the 
aforementioned districte, in view of 
these facts, and also !n view of the 
fact that the nets and other material 
required tn fishing, have Increased in 
price from 200 per cent. to 800 per 
cent,, and seems to be beyond the con- 
trol of the food controller, they have 
decided to organize; 

First, to secure for themselves a 
price for their products in keeping 
with the Increased cost of the mater- 
jal used in their trade, , 

Second, to ag near as ts practically 


consumer for the mutual benefit of 
both 

Third, to eliminate the useless and 
costly fish dealer and speculator as 
near as possible, 

Fourth, to urge upon the Dominion 
government the desirability of main- 
taining the maximum supply of fresh 
Inland fish by placing fish hatcher- 
j les at convenient points, 

And to take all other steps that may 
| be necessary for the improvement and 
| protection of this important branch 
of the country’s food production,

The resifents and ratepayers of 
Cold Lake and Beaver Crossing. in- 


cluded within the boundaries of town- 
ships 62, 68 and 64, range 1, and 
townships 62, 68 and 64, range 2, all 
west of the fourth meridian, in mass 
meeting assembled, on March 10, 
passed the following resolutions:

likes adjacent to this district (about 
tH tons for the winter season of 1917- 

18); 

‘Therefore, considering the urgent 
need for all of the food products that 
can be raised in the near future, and 


in view of the fact that the public 
highway between Cold Lake and Kits- 
coty is in such a bad condition, notab- 
ly that portion of the road between 
the Indian reservation on the south 
side of the Beaver and Frog lake, 
known as the “Bush,” as to make it 
impossible to convey loads over it dur- 
ing the wet season, and furthermore, 
as this highway is badly in need of 
improvement and repairs over almost 
its entire length; 
Therefore, be it resolved: That the 
rovincial government be requested to 
have this highway put in such a con- 
dition as to make it passable at all 
times for horse and motor vehicles. 
2. Whereas, the ferry on the Beav- 
er river at the po!nt known as Beaver 
Crossing, has been out of operation 
for about three months bre 2 the 
summer of 1917, owing to the forma- 
tion of sand bars in the river chan- 
nel at this point. thus making !t neces- 
sary for teams to ford the river two 
or three times in order to get their 
lond across, and as these conditions 
are Wkely to prevail every dry or sem!- 
dry season. and as it is the opinion of 
experienced bridge builders that the 
Beaver river can be bridged at or near 
this point for not more than $2,000, 
and in view of the further fact that 
the present ferry costs not less for 
operation and maintenance than $600 
per annum; 
Therefore, as a bridge at this point 
| would pay for its first cost in three 
or four years, !n addition to stimulat-

“Clause 20, A ‘supertax’ is provid- 
ed in this amendment proposal, which 
would, in the opinion of this commit- 
tee, have the strongest influence In 
making the collection of current taxes 
increasingly difficult by making it 
practically a punishable offence to pay 
any current taxes. Attention is alse 
cailed to the fact that, although this 
clause has been explained by the 
mayor as giving the right to redeem 
the supertax receipts by applying the 
game on any taxes, ft Is found that the 
clause does not proviue for a definite 
redemeption beyond that of applying 
the receipt'as cash to the purchase of 
lands in the particular year in which 
the receipt is issued, The clause is 
extremely objectionable. 

“Clause 22. By adding 10 percent. 
or greater penalties annually to the 
existing arrears of taxes the proba- 
bilities are that those land owners now 
in arrears would be so completely dis- 
couraged that wholesale surrenders of 
land would result and in this way the 
object of the section—l. e., compelling 
the payment of arrears—would be de- 
feated. As Victoria, B.C., has adopted 
a constructive policy by granting ten 
years to pay the taxes which fell be- 
hind during the years following imme- 
diately after collapse, it is the opinion 
of the committee that Edmonton 
might be well advised in adopting a 
similar course. There would be no 
object in closing out present owners 
of realty without giving them a fair 
chance, and this clause makes a far 
stride toward making wie clty the out- 
right owner of nearly all the land 
within the Mmits, to the great detri- 
ment of those who have present and 
future taxes to pay. Objection is 
therefore made to the clause. 


“Clause 35. This provides that land 
not sold at @ tax sale shall become the 
properiy of the munictpality, In the 
opinion of the committee it is inad- 
visable for the municipality to assume 
the ownership uo. great quantities of 
land, thereby removing it from the 
possibility «wo. immediate revenue 
through taxes properly imposed, 


“Clause 36. As the purchaser of 
land at a tax sale gives littie or no 
value for the improvements, the com- 
mittee fail to understand why he 
should have any rights to the income 
until such time as he has become the 
outright owner. Buildings do not bear 
taxes and therefore are not being sold 
for arreare, By taking the income 
away from the original owner his 
chances of redeeming the property are 
lessened to the benefit of the pur- 
chaser at tax sale, this being entirely 
inequitable, The clause is objection- 
able. 

“Clause 37. By lessening the re- 
demption period to one year a policy 
of confiscation is considered. The 
three years period at present in force 
was considered proper during narmal 
and extremely prosperous times. Now 
that every outeide source of revenue 
is practically closed and the citizens 
of Edmonton are facing, 1n common 
with the the rest of the world, most 
difficult problems in their personal 
finances, objection in the strongest 
sense of the word is hereby made to 
this clause. Furthermore, it is the 
belief of this committee that any tax 
sale at this time is vatremely bad 
financing, owing to the impossibility 
of obtaining purchasers, the land 
the municipality. 

“Clause 38. While the committee 
believe in the policy of entering into 
therefore becoming the property of 
agreements for the payment of ar- 
rears, one opinion is that the arrange- 
ments should be uniform in general 
terms. Under present arrangements 
there is no public knowledge of what 
the agreements may be Mmited to in 
respect to terms, this being probably 
left in considerable degxee to the dis- 
cretion 0: officials, aAtcention is also 
called to the terms of present agree- 
ments, which charge interest on pay- 
iuonts already made, 

“Clauses 39 and 538. 
for the possible conversion of de- 
bentures into stock, the Msting of 
stock on exchanges and the appoint- 
ment of fiscal agents abroad, In view 
of the present critical financial situa- 
tion and the favorable terme under 
which securities have been placed, it 
is felt that any disturbance of existing 
arrangements will entall loss through 
bonuses, commissions, etec., and open 
the way for inadvisable financing. As 
it has been declared that the admin- 
istration of the clty does not espe- 
cially require this pormission at preé- 
ent and the committee find reason to 
believe the section a dangerous pro- 
vision to place in the charter, the 
committee recommends that it be de- 
leted. 

“Clause 58, Thue section »» opposed 
because it is the aeeling of this com- 
mittee that the municipal financial 
predicament is too serious to be suc- 
cessfully coped with by an elective 
council, Attention is directed to the 
fact that the municipality owes over 
$32,000,000 and rekuires the raising 
of over $3,000,000 from 
less than 60,000 men, wome. and chil- 
dren each year, which is necessarily 
bound to cause a most Oppreseive 
taxation, in fact, beyond anything at- 
tempted elsewhere in the world, In 
addition to heavy civic taxation, war 
taxation, direct and indirect, will 
make ..¢ individual burden still more 
onerous, Naturally, it 1s not to ve ex- 
pected that the taxation necessary to

| sustain this load will be met with the 


consent of taxpayers present or pros- 
pective, whether In the form of land 
tax, business tax, income tax or any 
other form of taxation. Under the 
circumetauces, it is the belief of this 


| committee that the situation can only 


be competently handled by govern- 
mental control, and it Is recommend- 
ed that the »rovincial legisature now 
in sessiou be asked to create admin- 
istrative machinery to supervise and 
manage the business affairs of the city 
of Edmonton, 

“Montreal 1s under a similar 
supervision, considering her financial 
position too serious for local control 
when she found it necessary to col- 
lect about nine million dowdars per 
annum (three times the Edmonton 
requirement) (roi 600,000 population 
(ten times Edmonton's population).

“Providing the city of Edmonton 
does not {increase in population, com- 
mercial business, and other industries 
from year to year, in order to dis- 
tribute payment of our present tax 
burden among a large: number of 
taxpayers, it is advisable wo discon- 
tinue operation as a city at once, It 
fiusl be apparent to anyone who has 
given the subject any study that such 
increases are extremely unlikeiy un- 
less the yearly burden of taxation be 
lessened, and a portion of such re- 
Hef can be obtaineu by ceasing pay- 
ments on capital account by way of 
sinking fund until our financial situa- 
tion is sufficiently retrieved to again 
assume these payments, and we re- 
quest sections 811 and 814 of the 
charter be struck ou. and any neces- 
sary legislation required to obtain 
this relief be inaugurated.—F. kh,

five years, at least, the maturities 
would not be great. The second prob- 
lem was to meet the short term bor- 
rowings which had been made on 
taxes which had not been collected. 
During the last four years, the arrears 
of taxes had amounted to approxi- 
mately six millions, and this borrow- 
ing had been in ratio to this amount. 
About 3 3-4 millions of these borrow- 
ings on arrears had to be met this 
year, The third problem was to pro- 
vide for the current needs of the city 
by means of current taxes, 

The mayor then went into an ex- 
planation of the three latest invest- 
ments—the business tax and the two 
war measures, as he termed them, the 
tax on improvements and the income 
tax. The mayor said that the income 
tax was being generally looked to 
throughout the country to yee. the 
financial stringency of the cities apd 
that it was looked upon with general 
favor ,as it touched ail in relative de- 
gree. As for the business tax, the 
mayor said that he had recently, since 
the business tax was framed, had 4 
number of representatives of city 
business come to him and say that 
they were going to get out of the city. 
He was glad to say that after talking 
for some while, they had changed 
their views, and said that. they 
thought they would be able to stand 
it. The mayor held that business was 
now fast improving and better in the 
city than ever and that it could stand 
the tax. He contended that the busi- 
ness tax would yield at least $260,000 
lto the city. In conclusion, the mayor 
again spoke of the inorease in the 
general business of the city. but said 
that no individual prosperity could be 
founded upon a city’s repudiation of 
its debts, 

Mayor Evans was subjected to a 
cousiderable amount of questioning. A. 
Livingstone asked what was the pro- 
posed reduction in the assessment this 
year and the mayor said that it was 
proposed to reduce ft from $100,000 
to $80,000. Mr. Livingstone asked 
what was the proposed reduction in 
relation to the new taxes. Did they 
propose a one-third reduction? 

The mayor said that it might be, 
but he would not say definitely. They 
had made some attempts at calculat- 
ing but could arrive at no result. 

Mr. Livingstone said that he would 
like to know, in regard to the taxa- 
tion proposals, how many originated 
from the city or from the bank head- 
quarters. 

The mayor said that none of them 
came from the bank. 

Mr. Livingstone asked the mayor 
what stipulations he had to give the 
bank before they would allow an over- 
draft. 

The mayor said that before he went 
Fast, all these proposals were talked 
| over in conference with the mayors of 
different cities and with the provincial 
cabinet. He told the bank what had 
taken place. 

Mr. Livingstone: Suppose the rail- 
ways take the matter to court, and the 
city is beaten, where does the small 
lman get off? The railways say that 
the powers of the provincial legisla- 
ture are limited. 

City Must Win 

The mayor said that he could not 
conceive that the city would be beaten. 

In answer to another question the 
mayor said that taxes were collected 
from the railways in Ontario. 

The mayor was asked by another 
member of the audience if any con- 
sideration had been given to the per- 
son who did pay his taxes? 

The mayor answered in the affirma- 
tive, and said that they were going 
after the other man now. 

The mayor. was asked to explain 
the provision in the amendments 
which said that they would not be 
open to “ny proceedings in any court, 
and he answered that these clauses 
were put in so that he city should not 
repudiate its debts. 

Another speaker said that the city 
was going to appoint agents and allow 
them power to pledge the city to what 
rate of interest they liked, without the 
people having a say in the matter, 

The mayor said that was not the 
ease. The appointments would be 
made by council. 

The speaker: Well, that is the same 
| thing. 

The mayor was asked if they pro- 
posed to take the income tax from a 
man’s wages when he was paid, and he 
said “yes, they thought it the best 
way.” 

The chairman expressed consider- 
able satisfaction at the statements 
made by the mayor in regard to the 
increase of business In the city, and 
said that personally he knew that men 
}in the city had done more business in 
the city in the last three months than 
|they had a year previously. He de- 
precated the idea of the city being 
termed bankrupt when there were 
twenty millions or so lying on deposit 
jin the banks 
| <A. Livingstone, who created some 
amusement by referring to himself as 
jone of those aldermen ‘“‘who helped to 
|put the city on the bum,” said that 
|they could not do a great deal more 
than to consider the amendments, how 
they would affect them individually. 
Also they ought to discuss them to see 
that the people who had stayed with 
the city were going to be considered, 
and that the absentee landowner who 
had done his part in ruining the city 
by speculation was not going to be re- 
lieved of the burden. Mr. Livingstone 
then placed before the audience as an 
| ilJustration how he would be affected 
| by the proposals The Caledonian 
|store was assessed at $60,000, which 
meant a tax of $1,600 per year, and 
he was not going to pay any more and 
allow the absentee landlord to have 
the benefit. If by reason of the pro- 
posed amendments he was given one- 
third reduction it meant a tax of $1,- 
000 per year. But to this would have 
to be added the tax on improvements, 
and giving the buildings an assess- 
ment of $100,000 it would mean a tax 
of $1,200, bringing his taxes up to 
$2,200 instead of $1,500. Then they 
would say: “You have got a nioe new 
business up town,” and he would have 
to pay a business tax of $750 on the 
store. If he took a salary of $3,000 
a year from the business he would

Mrs, Bell said that she had asked 
her grocer what he would do about 
the business tax, and he said that he 
would raise the price of some of the 
articles and in four months would 
have the tax paid and then would be 
drawing an increased profit.

asked what would happen if the con-|

He contended that 
with 20 milliong lying idle in the 
banks that they should not announce 
to the world that they were broke, be- 
cause some “real estaters’’ had gone 
“bust and couldn’t pay their taxes. 

Mr, Sutcliffe moved the adoption of 
the report and this was seconded by 
Ex-Ald. Bellamy, who said that it set 
forth a Tealing power for the affairs 
of the city. They had a debt of 32 
millions and with a population of 50,- 
000 it was impossible that they could 
pay their debts. He held that the 
bond-holders who had loaned the 
money were guilty of bad judgment, 
as much as the people who had bor- 
rowed It. 

A. C. Gold objected to the report, 
and sald that the government of the 
city was wrong and that they wanted 
to have at least 40 men on the council 
to secure a proper concensus of opin- 
jon on a subject. 

Mr. Dobry, as one of the commit- 
tee, supported the report, and said 
that consideration had to be given to 
those who had invested their money 
in the city, and now had nothing left 
after paying taxes for years. 

J. BE. White, another of the com- 
mittee, said that the matter should be 
referred to the people, and added that 
the present council would get well 
used to plebiscites before their term 
was up. 

A. Brighton moved as an amend- 
ment that the legislature be asked to 
not consent to any of the amendments, 
as the people had not had the oppor- 
tunity of considering their effect. The 
speaker added that the government of 
the city was obsolete and that the 
Ward sysiem shouid be introduced. 
Also that a local government board 
should be established. 

C, A. Gold seconded, but A. Living- 
stone proposed a further amendment 
to the motion as given above and af-

South of latitude 
bo they are still under protection be- 
cause owing to the greater amount of 
farming settlement fur hunting is not 
so important in the support of the 
resident population. Fur is less plen- 
| tiful this season than it has been for 
a mumber us years past. The rabbit 
ig the foundation of the fur hunt, The 
coyote, fox, lynx, wolverine, and in- 
deed, nearly all the flesh-eating ani- 


| mals of the woods live chiefly on 
rabbits. The rabbits muitiply very 
rapidiy. As they live chiefly on the 


bark of the young poplar there is no 
| limit to their food supply throughout 
the wooded country, therefore no 
limit to their increase, and therefore 


no limit, except that imposed by the 
trapper, on the increase of the fur 
bearers that live on them. But when 
the rabbits have increased for six or 
seven years they are attacked by a 
disease which kill them oif very 
rapidly. In the rirst winter after the 
rabbits hav. died off, fur is always 
abundant. The animals which lived 
on the rabbit are made reckless by 
hunger and are easily ...vped. But 
on the o..vnd year uf rabbit scarcity 
they have either all been trapped or 
have gone elsewhere. In the third 
year the rabbits begin to increase 
again and the fur bearers increase 
with them, The secouu winter after 
the rabbits have disappeared always 
means famine to the Indians, The 
ravbo.. in the north began to die off 
in the winter of 15-16, Last winter 
they had all gone and the fur bearers 
came into the traps free.y, wow there 
are neither fur bearers nor rabbits. 
Hence the permission to kill beaver. 

The beaver is valuable both for 
meat and fur, and as, like the rabbit, 
it lives on poplar bark, it is not af- 
fected by the scarcity of rabbits as 
the meat eating animals are. As the 
beavers live in established houses they 
are easily hunted and were in danger 
of extermination, With protection 
they increase rapidly. The permission 
to kill during the present winter will 
be of great help to the wrqians and 
need not be reserved for next winter 
especially if by that time the rabbits 
show substantial increase.

“T will not positively assert that the 
hose was cut but it has the appear- 
ance of having been cut or severed tn 
some manner,” said Fire Chief Davies, 
when questioned as to the statements 
nade that certain of the hose had 
heen found to be damaged when called 
into use at the 107th street fire on 
Saturday. 

The Fire Chief added that a similar 
opinion was held by Ald. H, Milton 
Mortin, who, with Ald, Esdale, visited 
the station and inspected the hose, 
Ald. Milton Martin was also at the fire. 
When at the station he had called the 
mayor on the telephone and informed 
him of the state of the hose, but the 
mayor had not yet visited the hall. 

Sent from No, 2 Hall 

The hose was part of the equipment 
sent out from No, 2 hall, and the chief 
| said that, personally, he only saw one 
piece that had been damaged, al- 
though there were others. When the 
water did not come on, he went back 
to the line, as the people were calling 
cut that the hose had burst, ‘There 
he saw the damaged length. It had 
a clean departure in it which had 
ccrtainly more the appearance of @ 
cut than a burst. Afterwards, other 
lengths were found to be damaged in 
a similar matter. 

Captain Ferguson said that No. 
was first at the fire and a line was run 
out from the fire to the lane in 108th 
street, When the water was turned 
on it was az once seen that something 
Vas Wrong. It was found that where 
the line ran by the corner of Jasper 
and 108th stfeet, that a 4-inch cut 
was showing, and ‘'n consequence the 
line was useless This length was 
teken out, but before water could be 
pot through the line five different 
lengths of hose had to be taken out, 
as they were all damaged in a similar 
menner.

He 
drew attention to the appearance of 
j}the break, saying that the idea of a 
burst was discounted by the clean 
character of the sides of the severed 
| part. 

The firefnen stated that damage 
must have been known to those recent- 
ly employed at the station as when 
|reeling the hose back they could not 
jhave avyolded seeing its condition. 
Ald. Milton Martin, when asked, 
said that he was at the fire and also 


{inspected the hose afterwards, The 
men were greatly impeded in their

The object of the bill, says Hon, 
Duncan Marshall, {s to maintain the 
standard of the Alberta butter pro- 
cuct. The countries, he added, that 
had made a success of the dairy bust- 
ness were those countries that had the 
small creameries scattered over the 
lend. It was in this way that the 
cream could be taken sweet from the 
farmer to the creamery. The cream- 
erles were adjacent to the dairy 
farmer.

Circulated This Week.

Hon, Martin Burrell, 
Secretary of State. 


Ottawa, Ontario, Canada. 
My Dear Sir 
Please do not destroy this letter, 


but carefully read it and hold for fu- 
ture reference, The day will come 


when Itt will be so clearly understood 
that “a wayfaring man, though a 
fool” will have no doubt about its 
meaning 

Acting upon the advice of others, 
you recently issued warrants forbid- 


ding Canadian citizens to have in their 


possession a copy of THE BIBLE 
STUDENTS MONTHLY or “THE 
FINISHED MYSTERY,” both pub 


ished by the International Bible Stu- 


dents’ Association; and you did this 
on the theory that the same is Ger- 
man propaganda, In this you have 
grievously erred and have done a 
great injustice to the citizens of Can- 
ada, to say nothing about the grossa 
wrong done our publications. You 


did not issue these warrants because 
you were convinced by primary evi- 
dence that the publications are pro- 
German. The presumption is that you 
are too busy in your official affairs at 
thie time to give these publications 
a careful reading and you have de- 
pended upon some one else to ad- 
vise you as to their contents. Wheth- 
er you know it or not, a certain class 
of clergymen of Canada are the men 
who are conducting this campaign of 
slander and libel against the above 
nublitcations. The press of Canada, 
'o my personal knowledge, has pub- 
lished statements from various cler- 
gymen that these publications would

be called to the attention of the gov- | 


ernment and suppressed as seditious,

Speech from the Throne.

Tommy Ryan, once the greatest scrapper of his size in the world, 
and the second man to hold the welterweight title,—‘'Mysterious 
Billy” Smith having been the first,—was born forty-eight years ago 
tomorrow at Redland, N.Y. His parents died when he was a young- 
ster, and Tommy was adopted by a man in Syracuse, which oity he 
has ever since called his home. 

Like all kids of an adventurous disposition, Tommy once ran 
away from home, soing West to fight Indians. He beat his way on a 
freight car as far as Detroit, but, not finding any redskins there to 
fall victim to his trusty rifle, he began selling papers in the railway 
station. The newsboys already on the spot resented the intrusion 
with their fists, but Tommy soon taught them their place, and showed 
himself so handy with his fists that he was matched with a number 
of Detroit professionals, and cleaned up the bunch in short order. 
His first big battle was with Martin Shaughnessy. He licked the 
Iriahman in twenty-three rounds, and gave him a return match, It 
took exactly twice as long to turn the trick in the second bout, but 
after forty-six rounds the viclory was awarded to Ryan. 

In a few months Ryan had waded through all the welters in 
the middle West, and was matched with a Pacific coast boxer named 
Dan Needham, who claimed the welterweight championship. The 
fight was pulled off in Minneapolis and Ryan won after seventy-six 
rounds. Ryan olinched his right to the leadership of the welter- 
weight division by licking ‘Mysterious Billy’ Smith in a twenty-round 
affair. In the second meeting with Smith, staged at Coney Island, 
the result was called a draw. In 1896 Kid McCoy was matched with 
Ryan, and Tommy, having neglected to train, was soundly whipped. 
That about ended Tommy's career as a fighter, although he took part 
in several bouts afterward, undertaking a trip to England, where he 
put away several of the third-class scrappers of John Bull's island. 


Tom Sayers defeated Aby Conch in six rounds at Greenhithe, 
England, March 19, 1849, just sixty-nine years ago today. This was 
the first ring battle of Sayers, who, although only a middleweight, 
becams the heavyweight champion of England and fought John C. 
Heenan, the American, for the world's title. Sayers was an Irish 
Cockney and was a bricklayer by trade before le took to the fight- 
ing game. He was about twenty-one when he fought Couch, a mid- 
dleweight of some experience, and disposed of him in about fifteen 
minutes. A year passed before Tom got another match. This was 
with Dan Collins, and, owing to police interference, it was fought in 
three different rings, Sayers finally winning the purse of $125. From

Having de- 
parted from the rule in this direc- 
‘tion there is ro reasow why the 
legislature should not for cause 
also depart in other directions. On 
the contrary, the fact that it has 
been decided to use the arbitrary 
authority of the legislature to 
create general legislation govern- 
ing the voting rights of cities, is in 
itself a reason why the same auth- 
ority should be exercised to estab- 
lish uniformity of civie legisla- 
tion in respect to other civic mat- 
ters of grave importance. The de- 
cision as to who shall be allowed 
to vote at civic elections is quite

rent the premises. Under that 
clause a tenant of property which 
has been sold at a tax sale would 
be in position to beat down the 
unfortunate owner to whatever 
figure he pleased, by threatening 
to move out and fallow the pur- 
chaser to take possession.

Time Is Important. 


The Allies have finally asked 
the Japs: to intervene in Siberia.

What Is the Advantage? 
The forty-ninth proposed amend- 
ment to the City Charter reads:

Land Reservation || 
and Soldier Settlement nt 


It is announced that the govern- 
ment has reserved for soldier set- 


tlement two million acres of land 
in Peace River and a belt thirty 
miles wide along all railway lines 
in the northern part of the prairie 
provinces, 

The reservation of land from 
settlement is always a successful | 
policy. It prevents settlement on 
the land reserved and retards de- 
velopment on the land already set- 
tled. That policy kept back the | 
settlement of the Great Plains for | 
a quarter of a century. Just at! 
present a policy that prevents set- 
tlement’ is scarcely necessary: But | 
when conditions do change it can 
be depended upon that the policy 
of land reservation will have the 
same effect in even greater degree 
in the wooded or partly wooded 
country to the north. It was 
the Liberal policy of ‘‘the} 
land for the settler’’ that made the | 
North-West—especially the throw- 
ing open of the odd numbered sec- 
tions to homesteading by the land 
act of 1908. 
|. The pioneer who follows

American Authorities 


Are Not Impressed|_ 


Emperor is Quoted as Locking For Complete Victory on 
Western Front—U.S, Military Men Think That Big 
Concentration by Germans is For Defensive Purposes 


Only. 


Amsterdam, March 18—‘‘I have strong hope that Field Marshal | 


von Hindenburg will soon win for us complete victory on the western 
front,’’ reads a message sent by Emperor William to the Pomeranian 
provincial council, as quoted in the Lokal Anzeiger of Berlin. 

U.8. Military Men Not Alarmed, 

Washington, March 18—Germany’s threat of a great spring of- 
fensive on the western front no longer impresses American military 
men. In its weekly review today the war department records the con- 
clusion that the enemy, in spite of his vain preparations, will not take 


the offensive unless forced into it. 


This confirms the opinions many 


officers have expressed for weeks in the face of official forecasts to 
the contrary from both sides of the Atlantic. 

‘“‘While hostile preparations for an offensive in the west are not 
slackening,’’ the review says, ‘‘it is becoming more evident that the 
enemy will launch the offensive only if compelled to do so by the exig- 
encies of the general strategic situation.’’ 

The nature of the information upon which the opinion is based is 


not disclosed. 


It is noted that fresh German divisions have arrived 
on the western front, and the German lines are said to be approaching | 


the point in density beyond which it would be impossible to go with- 
out choking communicating lines and hampering free movements of 


reserves. 


Apparently, however, this concentration has come to be 


regarded as defensive, not an offensive movement.

Ine weapon with which he threatens, 
The dispatch is as follows: 

“Referring to the proclamation 
made by the British government here- 
| tofore that the whole ofthe North Sea 
is a danger zone, the German govern- 
ment has informed the Swedish gov- 
}ernment of the dangers which threat- 
fen neutral navigation in said waters 
in consequence of German retaliation,” 

The use of the word retaliation ts 
considered only a pretext. England, it 
is stated at the Britisy embassy, has 
neyer declared the North Sea a dan- 
ger zone, ‘Traffic has been free be- 
tween England and all the neutral na- 
tions through this area, except as it 
had been hindered by the torpedoing 
of neutral yessels by German submar- 
ines and the raiding of neutral fleets 
by German destroyers, Certain small 
areas haye been closed to all traffic 
as fields of naval operation or mine 
laying. 

The German threat to “close the 
North Sea” is interpreted only in this 
light: That it is an effort to prevent 
Sweden from completing the rationing 
| agreements, a preliminary outline of 
which has already been signed, grant- 
ling Sweden over 76,000 tons of neces- 
sary supplies in return for restriction 
of her exports to Germany and the 
allowance of certain Swedish tonnage 
| to allled use.

ter From the Pulpit Says 


Kaiser—Prominent 
‘*Mouths of Bible ayadess Hinistare Should be Stopped.’’ 


, Evangelist George Young. of Brittsh 
| Columbia, delivered stirring lectures 
| before large audiences in the Empress 
Theatre Sunday afternoon and the 
Princess Theatre, Strathcona, Sunday 
evening. The lectures were fully illus- 
trated throughout, and traced the 
record of God's true light bearers 
frcm Calvary unto the present day. 
A record which might well cause even 
the people of the twentieth century to 
reflect and ponder well before acting 
hurriedly or speaking harshly of any 
who have named the name of the 
Redeemer in sincerity and truth. Mr. 
Ycung, in part, said: 

In these days of knowledge and ad- 
vuncement, one wou'd almost think 
the subject of religious intolerance ag 
a ban to man’s progress would have 
no place in the forward march of the 
enlightenmont and religious Ilberty of 
our day. Nevertheless, in the light of 
the events which have transpired in 
cur midst during the past few weeks 


in the banning of “The Finished 
Mystery,” whica contains the inter- 
retation of the Biblical books of 
fzekiel and Revelation, we see, as it 
were, a reflection of that which many 
had hoped belonged to a darker past, 
when Bibles were banned and burned 
publicly, and when religious Intoler- 
ance stalked through the land, 
Jesus Condemned as a Traitor 

As we review the Gospel Age, how- 
over, we behold an almost uninter- 
rupted battle between entrenched 
ecclesiasticism on the one hand and 
the reformers, the leaders of religious 
advancement and ernancipation, on 
the other hand. This struggle between 
truth and error, light and darkness, | 
commenced when the lowly Nazarene, 
standing free from the creeds and re- 
ligious leaders of His day, taught the 
people tne Word of God in its purity, 
without money and without price. 

The scribes and pharisees, the D.D.'s 
of that day, were chagrined and em- 
bittered becauee He taught the pecple 
and rebuked their creeds and hypo- 
crisy in no uncertain manner. 

“Woe unto you scribes and phari-/| 
sees, You have taken away the key 
of knowledge (the understanding of 
My Father's Word from the common 
people). You neither enter in your- 
selves, and those that were entering 
in ye hindered (slandered and mis- 
lepresented ). You have made the 
Word of God of non-effect by your 
traditions (creeds).” The result was 
ignoring every principle of justice and 
equity. They condemned the Lamb of 
God to be crucified. They said His 
teachings were seditious, They stirred 
up the Roman governor, informing 
Him that Jesus and His teachings 
were disloyal and libelous, and when 
given the opportunity of their choice 
of the freedom of Jesus or Barabbas 
tho murdecer, they preferred Barabbas 
in preference to the Son of God. 

The Battle for Keligious Liberty 

Following the death of the Kedeein- 
er we observe a continual battle be- 
tween the lowly, inoffensive followers 
of Jesus and the high ecclesiastics, 
which high ecclesaistics have invari- 
ably exercised their beneful influence 
through the civil authorities. While 
they themselves have posed as the 
champions of all that is holy and 
honorable. 

From the stoning to death of the 
first martyr, “Stephen,” until the fifth 
century, we see the rise of the strug- 
eling church from obscurity and per- 
secution until she herself takes the 
place of the persecutor, standing in 
the way of religienus light and liberty. 

Thus during the first century the 
church was small and insignificant, 
retaining a large measure of her 
Master's spirit, The second century 
found the church increased in num- 
bers, and the elders or bishops claim- 
ing they were apostolic bishops, suc- 
cessors to the apostles (the same as 
certain bishops claim today). Few 
ceculd read or write, a Bible cost a 
fortune, and the church began to be 
contaminated with formalism and 
heethen doctrines, while creed-making 
had its small beginning. The third 
century found the church greatly in- 
creased in wealth and numbers, while 
the pagan Emperor of Rome, Con- 
stantine, decided to embrace Christian- 
ity and make it the religion of his 


empire. 


The First Creed 

To his surprise, however, he found 
that the supposed apostolic bishops 
taught widely contradictory doctrines, 
Accordingly, in order to have a com- 
mon standard of faith for the empire, 
he summoned one thousand of the 
supposed apostolic bishops to meet at 
Nicea, to form a standard of faith. 
Cnly about 384 accepted the invita- 
tion, They met in the spring of A.D. 
326. They wrangled and quarrelled, 
and disputed for weels. They could 
agree upon nothing. Finally, the un- 
baptized emperor of Rome, a late con- 
vert from paganism, stepped in and, 
with the ald of the Bishop of Rome, 
formed what we have today as the 
Nicean creed, History records that 
this same emperor murdered his own 
sen the same year, 
| Following the promulgation of this 
creed, the decree went forth that all 
who would not worship according to 
it would be considered enemies of the 
emperor, and had the privilege of be- 
ing banished, ‘The persecution which 
followed its conception finally culmin- 
ated, centuries later, in the fearful 
inquisition, whilo Arius and the Bishop 
cf Marmarica, and others who opposed 
the formation of the creed, fled for 


their lives, 


Spiritual History . 
At this time, with one stroke, pagan 
Rome became the so-called Christian 
liome—tha church became allied with 
tit state, while the emperor decided 
points of faith and doctrine, By this 
degrading alliance the church became 
a formula, a superstition, a dogma, @ 
ritualism, an arm of the state. This 
|illegal union of church and state is 
| referred to in the Book of Revelation 
las harlotry, and condemned in ne un- 
j certain terms as contrary to the decrce 
jot God, that His church should be 
| separate, “in the world, but not of the 
' 


world, waiting for exaltation at the 
marriage of the lamb,” 

This same illegal union of the 
chureh with the powers of the earth, 
lend their compromising attitude to- 
{wards the things of God, and their 
desire for worldly power and honor, 
| has in a large measure to do with 
the world’s present travail, 

From A.D. 326 error after error 
crept into the teachings of the 
church, and these errors in their turn 
| were tncorporated into the various) 
| creeds, as they were promulgated one 
lafter the other during the dark ages. 
|Thus, for instances, in A.D, 633 the 
| worship of the Virgin Mary was In- 
| troduced as the mother of God, while 
| A.D, 639 papal temporal dominion was 
established, while in A.D, 590 Pope 
Gregory the First brought In the doc- 
|trine of purgatory. The Bible was a 
| dead book, written in a dead fan- 
guage, while the clergy sought dis-| 
tinotion, titles and worldly honor and 
| power, while the lot of all those who 
jdare raise their voice in opposition 
was one which resulted in persecu- 
|} tion, banishment or death, 
| Nevertheless God wae not without 
| His true witnesses during these dark 
| times, Peter Waldo, Wycliff and 
| others held aloft the banner of Jesus 
{Christ and Him crucified, and the 
| hope of the coming kingdom, while 
In the fifteenth century Martin} 
Luther raised high the banner of re- 


ligious liberty, Obtaining a Latin 
copy of the New Testamen., there he 
beheld justification by faith through 


the blood of Jesus Christ, Instead of 
Justification by the doctrine of the 
mass, penances, etc. He wrote to the 
high ecclesiastical powers of his day, 
suggesting that a council be called to 
consider if there had not been a fall- 
ing away from the truth as preached 
by our Lord Jesus and His aposties, 
His suggestion was not received 
kindly, It resulted in hie finally be- 
ing unfrocked and excommunicated, 
but God was with him, He nafied his 
96 dtems of protest on the church door 
at Wittenburg, October 31, 1518, while 
the reformation Legan to epread like 
a fire across the continent of Europe, 
The lot of the reformers, ‘however, 
Was a terrible one. They were put 
in the racks and torn limb from 
mb. Molten lead was poured in 
thelr mouth and ears. he most 
bestial cruelties were perpotratea in 
the name of Christ, in the name of 
love, in the name of religion. They 
were burnt at the stake by tens of 
thousands. The most flendieh and 
devilish ingenuity was taxed to the 
limit to invent new and terrible forms 
of inquisition and punishment. 


History's Record, 


History records that the Duke of 
Alva executed 60,000 Protestants in 
six weeks. Grotlue gives a list of 
Belgic martyrs at 100,000, while in 
France at the massacre of Merindol 
no less than 24 waldenses towns were 
ruined, While in Paris, on A st 
24, 1672, occurred the massacre of St. 
Bartholomew's Day. The carnal of 
death lasted seven days, while Pope 
Gregory the XIII. proclatmed a jubi- 
lee, and had a medal struck—-"Plety 
excited justice.” 

“Do not let us suppose, however, 
that the Catholles did all the persecut- 
ing. In these dark times Cathollc 
burned Protestant and Protestant 
burned Catholic. One of the darkest 
stalns of the church's ‘history ig the 
burning of Michael Servetus, the sig- 
nature of no less a church dignity than 
the famous John Calvin being affixed 
to the death warrant. Ho was liter- 
ally roasted to death for five hours, 
all because he could not agree to ac- 
v~.- the incomprehensible mystery of 
the docirine of the Trintty as taught 
by the church councila, Lately, Oc- 
tober 24, 1903, the followers of Cal- 
vin have erected a-monument to Ser- 
vetus, repudiating the act of fiendish 
cruelty which condemned him to the 
flames. 


The Bible Banned and Burned. 


In England at this time the lot of 
the reformer wae a dark one, Pro- 
fessor 1yndale had ‘the Bible trans- 
lated into English. On account, how- 
ever, of ecclesiastical opposition, it 
was impossible .o have it printed 
in England. Accordingly, he had it 
published on the continent. and 
brought it over into England for dis- 
tribution. The Ohurch of England 
clergy, however, knowing that their 
creeds and the Book of Common 
Vrayer was not the same as the Bible, 
caused hig testaments to be burned 
publicly, in front of St. Paul's cathe- 
dral, London, and aleo in the grave- 
yard, 1528 to 1581. While Profossor 
Tyndale, himself, was roa‘sted to 
death for daring to bring the Bible 
into England. It was not untll the 
sixteenth century that the clumor of 
the people became 60 inslatent for the 
Bible that the British government had 
ft translated into English in the reign 
of King James I, 


All Reformers Persecuted, 


Martin Luther, however, only start- 
ed the Reformation. As more light 
became due upon God's word one 
after another of the great reformers 
Stepped out into the light and were 
in turn branded as infidels and here- 
tics vy their co-religioniste. Thus the 
herolo fixu. of the Covenanters and 
their terrible persecution fills a large 
page in the church's history, while 
the early Baptists, for their bellet, 
suffered the agonies of the stalks and 
the cat of nine tails, while the Pil- 
grim Fathers were persecuted out of 
England. «she jot of the Methodists 
Was also one of persecution and 
ostracism, The name of Wesley was 
cast out, and he himself was branded 
as a heretic, “a crack brain enthusi- 


ast who could not even get alon 
with hie wife.” While in London the 
Wesleys were mobbed, cattle were 
driven among. their meetings, and 


they were subjected to the scoffs and 
indignities of the religious leaders of 
their day. In Ireland Charles Wesley 
was arrested as a vagabond and taken 
up for deportation, while their father 
had hie house burned to the ground. 
Today, however, the name of Wesley 
{s cherished in the minds of miliona

The Bible Students, 


During the past forty years we 
have witnessed another great battle 
in ecclesiastical heavens-—-Pastor C. 
JT, Russell and the Bible Students in 
all cvuntries throughout the world 
have stood alone, separate from all 
church creeds and denominattons, her- 
alding the approach of Christ's com- 
ing Kingdom, and the reign of peac:

They have heralded God's 
great plan of the ages as centred in 
Jesus Christ the risen Saviour, and 
have exposed the dark ages theology 
of eternal torture as God's portion for 
the unsaved. (Rom. 6:23). They have 
pointed to the testimony of the Bible 
as the only basis of faith, and have 
exposed the conflicting creeds of the 
dark ages as the cause of religious 
confusion and infidelity. 

Since 1887 they have pointed to the 
Prophesies of the Bible which mark- 
ed 1914 as the close of Gentile, Do- 
minton, and the commencement of 
the Great Time of Trouble as men- 
tioned in the Bible. Which trouble, 
according to the Scriptures, would 
open with war, which would result in 
the wrecking of many kingdoms, and 
that following the war, according to 
the prophetic record, revolution 
would come in many countries, as 
the Bible declares, ‘So great and so 
mighty as there has not been since 
man has been upbdn the face of the 
earth,’ And that following that there 
would be a spell of anarch which 
would result in the sweeping away 
of all the forms of oppression and 
false religious systems. And that 
following which the most blessed 
reign of peace and equity would gra- 
dually be established on the earth— 
“The desire of all nations. Christ's 


Kingdom.” Thus, for instance, the 
second and fourth volume of the 
studies of the Scripteres, which deals 
with these prophe and which 


were written over twenty years ago, 
appear as if they had been written 
since the war commenced. In other 
words, the prophesies of God's Word 
are now due to be known to the chil- 


dren of men, as God through His 
prophet declares "I am God and there 
is none like Me." I declare the end

done—before it comes to pass I have

The Finished Mystery. 

Last year the Bible Students pub- 
lished the Posthumous work of Pas- 
tor Ruagell, late president of the In- 
ternational Bible Students’ associa- 
tion of London, England, and Brook- 
lyn, New York. This book deals 
with the hitherto unexplained books 
of the Bible, Fzekiel, Revelations and 
the Songs of Solomon. These books 
of the Bible aré now due to be un- 
derstood as we are living in the close 
of the age. Habukuk 2.2, and Daniel 
12:1-4. The book of Ezekiel and the 
book of Revelations contain the pro- 
phetic indictment against the ‘‘Nel- 
ther hot nor cold" compromising 
church systems of our day. The in- 
dictment is God's indictment, not 
man's. And not only so, but these 
books of the Bible foretell the imme- 
diate future and contain God's mes- 
sage of hope, and at the same time 
His message of warning to the chil- 
dren of men. 

Some High Eeclesiastics desiring 
these things to be kept from the peo- 
ple, and of keeping them under their 
creedal influence, and being unable 
to defend their creeds from the truth 
of God's Word, have raised the cry of 
sedition and German propaganda. 

I am sorry to say it, dear friends, 
that one prominent Calgary minister 
last Sunday, speaking from his pulpit, 
said, “The government has not gone 
‘ar enough in only suppressing ‘The 

inished Mystery,’ they should also 
stop the mouths of their public speak. 
ers,” I trust, however, that but few 
of the clergy of this city share the 
benighted views of this reverend gen- 
tleman. It is this class of the clersy 
who desire to suppress the light upon 
God's word now due to the people, 
which message contains a warning to 
the people of the earth to renounce 
the doctrines of the dark ages, and to 
return to the Bible; to follow the prin- 
c!ples‘of the Nazarene and to have no 
fellowship with the works of dark- 
ness, 

German Propaganda Falsehood. 

Like the D.D,'s of our Lord's day, 
some of the clergy are crying Pros- 
cribe the teachings of the Bible Stu- 
dents, They dre dangerous—they are 
teachings the people, and lessening 
our influence. Accordingly, some of 
them have brought pressure to bear. 
The result is, “The banning of The 
Finished Mystery,” which contains 
nothing more nor less than the in- 
terpretation of God's word, now due 
on Ezekiel and Revelation. 

Now, my dear friends, I want to 
tell you the cry of sedition and Ger- 
man propaganda is an absolute false- 
hood. The blood money of the Kaiser 
and his devilish, murderous and blas- 
phemous designs have no lot nor 
part in the work of the Bible stu- 
dents. Indeed, in Germany it is said 
“seventeen Bible students have been 
shot.” The work cf the Bible stu- 
dents is financed bythe willing 
sacrifice of their members. None of 
their officers are paid salaries—they 
are in the work for the love of their 


Master, and for the glory of His 
gospel. For forty years they have 
never taken up a_ collection—they 


preached for hire — they 
have been laying down their lives 
in the service of God's truth, as it 
has shone with increasing brightness 
from the pages of God's word. They 
have spoken with boldness and with 
power, accepting no man's testimony, 
but the testimony of God's word. 
“Cry aloud and spare not, and show 
My people thelr transgression... Lift 
up the voice like a trumpet...and 
like the Apostle Paul..,.They count 
not their lives dear unto themselves 
for the testimony of the gospel,” 

At a large representative gathering 
of the Edmonton Branch of the Inter.

WHEREAS, In_ the Edmonton 
Journal of March 14th, 1918, appear- 
ed a dispatch to the effect that the 
Chief Press Censor has asked the Do- 
minion police to investigate the af- 
fairs of the Bible Students of this and 
other cities, presumably to ascertain 
the source of our revenue; be it, 
therefore, 

RESOLVED: That we heartily in- 
vite the fullest possible investigation 
of our literature, our activities and 
accounts; and that we hereby offer 
our assistance and co-operation with 
properly constituted authorities who 
may make such investigation, urging 
that it be done promptly, so that un- 
just suspicions may be allayed and the 
facts made known to the world; that 
a copy of this resolution be forward- 
ed to Colonel J. Chambers, Chief Press 
Censor, Ottawa, Ontario. 

Pastor Russell the Last of the Great 
Reformers—Bible Students the 


World's Light Bearers, 


According to the Bible testimony 
there would be seven special messen- 
gers to the Gospel church. God using 
these messengers during the various 
stages of the Gospel Age to call at- 
tention and to give the message then 
due from the Bible. The first mes- 
senger was the Apostle Paul, the sec- 
ond was John, who was banished to 
the Isle of Patmos for the testimony 
of Jesus. The third was Arrus, the 
fourth was Peter Waldo, the fifth

For fort years 
Pastor Russell travelled throughout 
the world calling attention to the 
various prophecies and the wonderful 
plan of God as revealed in the Bible. 
He was classed as the world’s great- 
est author, editor, lecturer, and pas- 
tor. His studies in the scriptures, 
pamphlets and booklets, published in 
19 languages, have reached the enor- 
mous circulation of 20,000,000 copies. 
His sermons have appeared in over 
4,000 newspapers, whose number of 
weekly readers have totalled 15,000,- 
000, while the Bible Students’ Month- 
ly, published in 85 languages, has 
reached the enormous free distribu- 
tion of 60,000,000 copies, while from 
1878 he pointed to the prophecies 
which marked present conditions, 


TAterature Sold At Cost, 


In order that the literature of the 
Bible Students might reach all 
classes, their literature is sold prac- 
tically at cost in ali countries, while 
expensive works euch as the KEm- 
phatic Diaglot, containing the origt- 
nal Greek and English, word for word 
translation of the Bible, has been 
brought up to distribute at a nominal 
charge to the common people. The 
great Photodrama of Creation was 
exhibited on four continents free of 
charge, all monies for this great work 
being subecribed voluntarily. Pastor 
Russell and the Bible Students take 
the stand that as Jesus Christ and 
the apostles never begged, neither 
should they, and if tt is God's work 
He wil provide for His Own, For 
forty years many of the religious 
leaders, with some few noble cxcep- 
tions, have trampled upon the in- 
creasing light of God's Word, As the 
searchlight of truth has been turned 
upon tholr creeds, alas, many have 
siandered and misrepresented, The 
result is today the great nominal 
church finds herself lacking in power 
and spirituality.
